Harven, who ſwore, that on the Day 
ab ,vemention'd he was ſtopt at the 
ſeven Houſes at D pff), by the two 
Pri oners who demanded his Money, 
With a Goo 7. = gon, Sir, deliver. 
There were four in all; but remem- 
ber'd Salmon particularly, he being the 


eo Shillinęs in Money, Jau, 11. 


talleſt of them. They took from him 


his Books of Aecounts, which he af- 


terwards advertis'd, with a Reward, 


but could hear nothing of them, till 
the Prifaners were taken up, and upon 
their Examination before Sir John 
Lede, confels'd they u ere burnt. The 
Robbery was confirm'd by Peter Rogers 
one of their Gang, who ſwore that 


Falmon rifled Mr. Hervey, and bid him 


deliver his Money, while he ſtood up- 
on the Look-out. The Priſoners not 


being able to make any Defence were 


both convicted,
